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Professor Pomeroy teaches in the Department of Classical 
and Oriental Studies at Hunter College and in the Graduate 
School of the City University of New York. She is the author 
of Goddesses, Whores, Wives, and Slaves: Women in 
Classical Antiquity (1975), now in Italian, Greek, Dutch and 
German translations. She has held Ford and Mellon 
Foundation, and National Endowment for the Humanities, 
research grants, has published on ‘‘Feminism in Plato’s 
Republic’, ‘‘The Family in Greece and Rome’’, and edited 
“Women in Antiquity’, an American Philological Association 
study-guide. Professor Pomeroy is Head of the Women’s 
Studies Program at Hunter College, and is currently 
preparing a monograph, Women in Hellenistic Egypt, for 
Schocken Press. 
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
